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Tu best and most important item of 
news of the past week was that which 
announced the signing of the protocol | 
providing for a treaty of peace between 
the United States and Spain. According 
to the telegrams the war has lasted 120 
days and has cost the United States a 
million dollars a day, and Spain has not 
been asked to repay the expenditure. 
This is another example of the generos- 
ity to a vanquished foe of which we 
spoke in a previous issue, Spain and 
her friends may not appreciate this, but 
were the United States to insist on in- 
demnisation, as any victorious European 
power would have done, the burden 
would have been a crushing one. It 
may be called a mistaken generosity, 
but the fact remains that the United 
States has shown no wish to humiliate 
Spain or to cripple her recovery. The 
war was waged to liberate Cuba, and it 
ends with the expulsion of Spain from 
Puerto Rico as well. How the Phitip- 
pine question is to be settled no one | 
knows, for the terms of the protocol | 
have not yet been made public. It isa 
matter for profound satisfaction that 
this unfortunate war is over. It has| 
been a disturbing factor in the com-+| 
merce of many other nations and it has | 
caused widespread prejudice, ‘Mhis per- | 
haps could not be avoided. But now | 
that it has ended, we may hope to see) 
an improvement in commercial condi- 
tions everywhere.

THE scarcity of water in this city is 
beginning to excite grave apprehensions. 
The inconvenience and even the suffer- | 
ing caused by a failure in the water sup- 
ply might be borne with a certain am- | 
ount of stoicism, for as a rule the cala- | 
mities which men are called upon to. 
endure are borne with courage and fort- 
itude. But behind this there stalks the 
pague. When the greater heat of sum- 
mer comes the foul drains, filthy streets 
and unclean dwellings willsurely breed | 
fever, and then the calamity will be one | 
to be feared. Nothing is to be gained | 
by concealing the situation and shutting 
cur eyes to the danger. The plain truth 
is that this city is indeseribably dirty, 
and that its sanitary condition is of the 
worst. The authorities have been neg- | 
ligentand have made little or no effort 
to abate the unsanitary nuisances which | 
abound here. The result is that we} 
have had yellow fever all through the | 
winter, and that it exists in every part j 
of the city. The cortigos where foreign- | 
ers live are full of it, and until recently 
very little effort has been made to 
improve the conditions under which 
these poor people live, and to stamp out 
the disease. It will of course be said that 
the warm winter and the scarcity of 
water are theprincipal catises of this un- 
fortunate situation, but this should have 
stimulated the sanitary authorities to 
greater exertion. But what have they 
done? Practically nothing. When a death 
from yellow fever occurs, they send some
